New Tax Bill 7 
Passes Senate, 
Goes to FDR. . 


Lower Brackets Hit in 
New Measure; Awaits 
Presidents Signature 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (UP). — 
The Senate today completed Con- 
gressional action on the $3,553,400,- 
000 tax bill and sent it to the 
White House. 

Only the formality of President 
Roosevelt’s signature remained be- 
fore the measure, affecting every 
American becomes law. 

On Oct, 1 the levying of an ad- 
ditional annual $1,026,700,000 in 
new excise taxes will start. On next 
March 15 approximately 2,275,000 
new income taxpayers will help 
foot an added individual and cor- 
porate income tax bill of $2,526,700,- 
000.

Current levies and the new tax 
bill are estimated to yield approxi- 
mately $13,000,000,000 annually to- 
ward paying the mammoth cost of 
defense. Even so, the treasury will 
be $8,000,000,000 or more in the red 
next year. 

BIG BOOST 


Final Congressional action came 
on Senate adoption of a conference 
report on the measure which started 
through the legislative process more 
than six months ago. Another new 
tax bill, concerned chiefly with 
legal procedures and handling in- 
come taxes in the community prop- 
erty states, is scheduled to come 
before Congress soon. 

With personal exemption for 
married couples reduced to $1,500 
and for single persons to $750, and 
a surtax starting at 6 per cent on 
the first dollar of taxable income, 
persons who this year paid nothing 
will find themselves paying as much 
as $60. Those who have been steady 
contributors to the Treasury will 
find their bills multiplied two to 
eight times.

In a letter to LNPL and CIO af- 
filiates, Jones described the current 
bill as “placing an extremely heavy 
burden on lew income groups least 
able to pay, while failing to tax 
adequately big corporations and 
wealthy individuals.” 


PRICES ADVANCE 


The cost of living has advanced 
an additional one per cent. while 
the House Banking and Ourrency 
Committee has been stalling on the 
price control bill. Leon Henderson 
revealed today. 

As hearings on the measure, were 
resumed today, it became apparent 
that. the committee would continue 
its snail’s pace in considering the 
bill. 

Republican isolationist members 
on the committee seém determined 
to prolong the hearings by leisure- 
ly - interrogation of Henderson 
without paying any attention to 
the urgent need of strong govern- 
mental powers to control prices. 

Henderson presented the Con- 
gressmen with dramatic evidence 
on what has happened to prices 
during the Committee’s recess of 
one month. 
Sharpest price increases have 
taken place in basic raw materials, 
semi factured goods, and in 
important foodstuffs, 

It is particularly those commodi- 
ties which have not been subject 
to price ceilings established by the 
have advanced in price. 

When the committee adjourned 
its hearings on Aug. 16, the daily 
index of 28 basic commodities stood 


was up to 157 per cent, a gain of 
seven points. 

Basic foodstuffs advanced from 
159.9 per cent on Aug. 16 to 172.7 
per cent on Sept. 13, an increase of 
12.8 points. 

And the all-important. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics Wholesale Index of 
some 900 commodities advanced 1.4 
per cent in the short period of one 
month. 

Pointing out that 12 of the 28 
basic commodities are subject to 
some degree of price control, Hea- 
derson stated that the price in- 
creases in “uncontrolled commodities 
were much greater.” 

The index of controlled commodi- 
ties actually dropped 2.4 per cent 
from August to September, while the 
unccntrolied materials advanced 13 
per cent in the same period. 

These figures make it plain that 
price rises can be checked, but point 
out the Imperative need for 
legal power to effectively control tne 
price of all commodities» 


WHOLESALE VIOLATIONS 


The Office of Price Adminisira- 
tion has been able to keep some 
prices in line through setting maxi- 
mum ceilings, but whclesale viola- 
tions by unscrupulous dealers have 
turned OPA orders in many cases 
into mere scraps of paper. 

A price control bill granting en- 
forcement powers to crack down on 
speculators and profiteers is abso- 
lutely necessary for the OPA to 
keep prices in line.

Court Sees Film 


Trapping Nazi Spy 


Duquesne’s Espionage Acts Shown in 
Movie; Plot to Blast GE Told 


Movies proving the spy activities of Frederick Jubert 
Duquesne, one of 16 men on trial as agents of Nazi Germany, 
were introduced by U. S. Attorney Howard M. Kennedy at 
the afternoon session of the spy trial in Brooklyn Federal 


Court yesterday. 

The movie showed Duquesne in 
conference with William G. Sebold, 
German born FBI counter-espio- 
nage agent, and recorded pictorially 
his giving the latter photographs to 
be sent on to the Nazis—pictures 
of a rifle and ship, which Du- 
quesne extracted from the sock on 
his left foot. 

The movies were taken by Rich- 
ard L. Johnson, FBI agent who 
specializes in photography, on June 
25, 1941 in a room adjoining the 
“research office” of Sebold in the 
Newsweek Building, 152 West 42d St. 
Johnson téstifiéd that he had de- 
cupied the adjoining room with 
William G. Friedeman, another FBI 
agent. Before the movies were shown 


at 150 per cent. On Sept. 13, it in court. Friedeman testified as to 


the details of the conference be- 
tween Duquesne and Sebold, relat- 
ing among other things the request 
of the former that Sebold “get him 
some dynamite and caps and a slow 
burning fuse to blow up machinery 
in the Genéral Electric plant in 
Schenectady.” 


G.E. PLOT RELATED 


Duquesne, Friedeman told the 
court, informed Sebold that he had 
“looked the plant over the year 
before and could do the job with a 
slow burning fuse.” 

Friedman said Duquesne produc- 
ed a drawing of the “Garand rifle” 
—a 60 bullet a minute instrument 
whose secrecy the army was re- 
ported to have guarded closely— 
and gave Sebold information on a 
baby tank for transportation, in an 
airplane. Duquesne said he had ob- 
tained the pictures at Tennessee 
army maneuvers and in Washing- 
ton, the witness related. 
Duquesne also told Sebold of 
“anti-tank devices which are deep 
dyed secrets tested so far only in 
Tennessee maneuvers and at West 
Point.” 

Taking the place of motion pic- 
ture dialogue, the testimony given 
by government witnesses Friede- 
man and Johnson supplied the text 
for the movie which was run off 
in the court. Friedeman, for in- 
stance, related Duquesne’s warning 
to Sebold about “carrying ma- 
terials.” He then explained that he

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himself always carried things in his 
“left sock.” It was at this point that 
he extracted the envelope con- 
taining the pictures of the guns and 
the boat from his left sock, as re- 
corded in the movie. 

At yesterday morning’s session 
Sebold testified that Duquesne had 
told him last February that the 
United States was planning to send 
30,000 men and 1,000 officers to 
Greenland and Iceland. Announce-

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 17 (UP) — 
Swedish sailors fought raging flames 


today to reach more than 100 offie , 


cers and crew members believed 
killed or injured in explosions which 
wrecked three of Sweden's most 
modern destroyers and sent fra 
racing across the oil-covered hare 
bor. 

Wreckage and oily seas still were 
burning fiercely this afternoon more 
than eight hours after the 1,040-ton 
Goteborg suddenly blew up while 
anchoring beside a munitions dump 
near the Maersgarn naval base in 
the Stockholm archipelago. 


As the blazing Goteborg broke 
in two and sank in the gray dawn, 
flames leaped across the oily waters 
and set fire first to the 1,020-ton 
Klas Horn and then her sister- 
ship, the Klas Uggla.

Presséd to join forces by affects 
of priorities, some 40 small and 
middle sized New York manufae- 
turers and shop chairmen and 
leaders of the United - Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers, CIO, 
have worked out a program to help 
speed the défensé program and at 
the same time head off unémploy- 
ment. 

This was énthusiastically greet- 
ed by most of some 150 represen- 
tatives of management and labor 
who gathered Tuesday night at 
Hotel St. George, Brooklyn, to héar 
the report of several months of 
exploration by a “metal shortage 
committee” they named last 
March. 

Basically there was agreement by 
all concerned—the union, employ- 
ers, the two OPM representatives 
and President Roosevélt’s recent 
message to Congress on defense 
work was frequently cited as fully 
in accord with the proposals 
brought out. 

Objection could have come only 
from representatives of large 
monopolies — but such were not 
there. 

MONOPOLIES HOG ORDERS 

Stanley Kreigel, of U. 8. Metal 
Products, touched the very heart 
of the question, and everyone there 
applauded him for it, when he 
said: 

“We know that there are a great 
many concerns right here in New 
York that are equipped to do light 
But what do we 
Steel has been 
given orders for that work that 
won't be completed for three or 
four years. 

“Yet the defense program netds 
those stampings now. We can do 
it, but we don’t get it.” 

Kriegel directed his rémarks to 
Robert I. Brooks, representative of 
the labor division of OPM. In ré- 


ply he was informed that changes 


in the defense machinery institutcd 
recently would go a long way to- 
ward eliminating such situations. 

What Kriegel said hit home, be- 
cause most of the manufacturers 
at the meeting, with very little 
change in their equipment, are 
ready to turn out just such stamp- 
ing work.

Another step was to give Navy 
and Army purchasing departments 
permission to accept bids at 15 per 
cent above former prices, so as to be 
able to give preference to commu- 
nities where defense orders are more 


seriously needed. Other changes 
along that line give OPM almost 
arbitrary rights to place orders with 
plants facing shutdown. Brooks 
referred to President Roosevelt's 
message calling attention to need 
of engineering surveys of small 
plants. He particularly stressed the 
need of forming associations of 
small employers in order to be able 
to handle large contracts. 

Lichtner told the conference of 
cases where such associations did 
arrange for an engineering survey 
of plant facilities. 

We were surprised to find what 
equipment they had,” he said, refer- 
ring to a washing machine group. 

After the discussion each em- 
ployer -was asked to state his atti- 
tude on combining into an associa- 
tion for defense work. Most of them 
expressed agreement, others said 
they must consult business asso- 
clates, but indicated that the 
proposition looks good.”

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A Repudiation of the 


Appeasers 


The defeat of John R. Davies in the 
Republican primaries was a clear repudia- 
tion of the pro-Nazi appeasement policies 
which he personified. The Republican voters 
who contributed to this defeat were, with- 
out doubt, expressing the anti-Hitler senti- 
ments of the entire citizenry regardless of 
political opinion. 

The small margin by which Davies lost 
—less than 20,000—and the fact that only 
15 per cent of the total Republican enroll- 
ment turned out—should carry a vital lesson 
to the anti-appeasement camp. Mayor La- 
Guardia and the Fusion forces backing him 
did not raise sharply the central issue of all- 
out unity against Hitlerism and failed to put 
up a fighting campaign against Davies. 

Instead the Fusion camp itself was weak- 
ened by the appeasement influence expressed 
by such figures as Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler who played into Davies’ hands by de- 
claring that the war against Hitler is not an 
issue in the elections. Not only does this 
line assist the pro-Hitler appeasers, it helps 
the forces of corrupt government. For the 
large number of forged signatures on Davies’ 
nominating petition, showed that his candi- 
dacy had behind it powerful backers of 
political corruption. 

When the main issue is made clear before 
the people their response is immediate. The 
progressive wing of the American Labor 
Party had as its campaign slogan “a united 
ALP to smash Hitlerism.” As a result, some 
encouraging gains were made in winning 
the primaries in Kings County as well as 
in Manhattan. In the primaries the ALP 
membership rebuked those forces in the 
ALP who, while standing for a struggle 
against fascism, nevertheless rejected unity 
proposals and continued to resort to red- 
baiting. 

In these primaries, the people have dem- 
onstrated a will for unity and have shown 
the possibility and urgent necessity of an 
anti-Hitler front in the final elections, This 
ean be effective only if a spirited fight is 
put up against the appeasers and if all evi- 


dences of the appeasement influence is driven 
‘out of the anti-Hitler camp. Such conces- 
‘sions to the appeasers as Mayor LaGuardia 
has made in his policy toward labor, the 
schools and progressives in the Administra- 
tion weaken and divide the anti-fascist 


forces. These tendencies should be com- 


‘pletely eradicated. In this way full unity 


can be established among the people, and 


with labor as its backbone, the anti-Hitler 
movement will inflict a crushing defeat on 


Hitlerism and its appeasers in the November 


elections.

Why Omit USSR

Injuring the Fighi 
For Union Democracy 


President William Green of the American 
Federation of Labor was presented with a 
splendid opportunity at St; Louis Tuesday to 
do something for trade union democracy. 
Green muffed that opportunity. 

The AFL president did even worse in his 


praise of the top officials of the International 
Hod Carriers, Building and Common Labor- 
ers Union. He strengthened the hand of 
President Joseph V. Moreschi, who is a 
proven foe of clean unionism and of the 
members’ democratic rights. 


There was a tragic irony in Green’s refer- 
ence to the anti-racketeering resolutions 
passed at New Orleans and promised for 
passage at Seattle. Such resolutions are 
nothing more than scraps of paper if they 
are not carried out in the AFL affiliates. 
The place to make them effective was pre- 
cisely at the St. Louis convention of the hod 
carriers, in a union which has been victimized 
for decades by the most disgraceful racket- 
eering. 

Nor can Green successfully evade the 
issue by his weak plea that he knows nothing 
of the internal affairs of this union. It has 
been a stench in the nostrils of the whole 
nation for years. For an AFL president to 
say that he knows nothing of the patent 
fact that the union has been denied a con- 


vention for thirty years and that widespread 


Capone gangsterism and corruption exist in 
its offices is too brash for any credence. 

By his complacency to racketeering at 
St. Louis, Green is playing into the hands 
of the Peglers and other enemies of the trade 
unions.

Lindbergh’s Des Moines anti-Semitic speech was 
“exactly the kind of talk that Hitler or Goebbels 
would have given,” the Duluth News-Tribune stated 
editorially in its issue of last Saturday. 


Text of the editorial follows: 

Lindbergh has sometimes been charged with being 
a direct agent of cr sympathizer with Nazi Germany. 
This newspaper has never-subseribed to that view, 
preferring to think of him as an ambitious young man 
who is presuming to advise his country in flelds cf 
national policy where he is not qualified to express an 
opinion either by education, experience or judgment. 
His speech at Des Moines Thursday evening, in which 
he did nct hesitate to attribute the most base motives 
to the President of the United States, however, com- 
pels a revision of that estimate of the young man. 

In his Des Moines speech Lindbergh made exactly 
the kind of talk that Hitler or Goebbels would have 
given.

NE of the greatest military feats of all 
time has been the sensational come-back 
staged on the Central Front by General Han- 


son Baldwin of the New York Times. Busy 


rewriting DNB communiques, Field Marshal 
Baldwin evidently had left the Nazi lines unguarded, 
Then, before he could say the-Nazis-have- practically- 
won-the-warj? he found that Timoshenko had forced 
him back before Smolensk. The shock must have 
been terrific for Admiral Baldwin who seems to have 
even more confidence in Corporal Hitler than Hitler 
has in himself. 

But the mark of military genius is the ability to 
recover from surprise setbacks. Let it be recorded 
that Commander-in-Chief Baldwin recovered in al- 
most no time at all. Barely stopping to change his 
typewriter ribbon, Major Baldwin marshaled his forces, 
ecnsisting of 17 divisions of copy paper and three 
flotillas of carbon paper, and pressed forward to re- 
trieve the lost ground. In the same spirit in which 
Hannibal crossed the Alps, Baldwin crossed his “t’s.” 

Before the late summer sun had set on his Under- 
wood, Brigadier-General Baldwin had turned a Soviet 
success into a defeat by the simple expedient of an- 
nouncing that the Soviet advances on the Central 
Front put the Red Army in greater danger than eyer. 
By this method, the Red Army is as good as licked 
already. It may be able to throw back the onslaughts 
of Adolf Hitler, but it can nevef stand up before these 
tactics of Submarine Commander Baldwin. 

As à result of the Baldwin strategy, the capture of 
Nazi prisoners by the Red Army becomes a bitter de- 
feat for the Soviet Union, for it only has more mouths 
to feed. When Red Army anti-aircraft batteries bring 
down the Luftwaffe, it is a fatal blow for the Soviet 
people—for with the ground littered with busted Nazi 
planes, how will they ever get their spring sowing 


done? ‘The recapture by the Red Army of lost towns, 


can hardly compensate for the time that must be con- 
sumed in revising the military maps. And when the 
Red Army forces the Nazis into a winter campaign, 
that will be just too bad for the Red Army which is 
accustomed to spending its winters in Bermuda, 
There is but one course left for the Red Army. It 


must face the facts, come what may. It must recog- 


nize that when Chief of Air Corps Baldwin wrote that 
the Red Army would last only about three weeks, he 
meant just that and it was fclly to try to argue back. 
The Red Army might as well surrender right now, 
Better still, it should make the surrender retroactive 
to July 15—the approximate date originally set by 
Aide-de-Camp Baldwin. 

It is true that such a move would eventually mean 
the defeat of the United States and spell catastrophe 
fcr a billion or so persons. But the Red Army would 


have the comfort of knowing that it had at last won 


the forgiveness of r Baldwin.

Every one of those 
pitches was thought out and thrown with a definite plan, Some- | 
times of course the ball can go just where a pitcher wanted it 
to go, do just what he intended it to do, and still be rapped past 
his ear for a base hit. Many’s the pitcher whose game has been 
ruined by one blast who has said, “If I had to throw that pitch 
again Td throw it the same way. It was perfect.” 


Before going out to pitch that game against the Cards, Wyatt 
met with catcher Owen, manager Durocher and the whole team and 
went over the general plan of pitching to each individual member 
of the St. Louis team. Don't give Hopp a fast high ball whatever 
“you do“ — Keep it low and outside for Crespi,” etc. These instructions 
can't be too rigid of course. The pitcher has to size up the exact 
situation and watch the batter carefully as he comes to the plate. 
In a well nigh perfect game such as Wyatt pitched Sunday there were 
few mistakes—he never gave the Cards a fat one” to hit at.
